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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The best prior 
art made of record, namely Connelly et al. (6,589,229), does not disclose or render 
obvious a device for delivering liquid via a flow channel comprising the limitations 
recited in claims 1 and 31. These claims recite two important limitations that are not 
disclosed or rendered obvious by Connelly. The first limitation is that the disposable 
component contains a memory device while the reusable component contains a 
controller adapted to read data stored on the memory. In Connelly, the memory device 
is actually part of the controller (132, see column 14, lines 4-10) and both devices are 
located on the reusable portion (34) of the device. There is no disclosure by Connelly to 
include the memory on the disposable portion and furthermore, it would not be obvious 
because Connelly specifically teaches against this limitation by teaching to include the 
expensive electronic components on the reusable portion rather than the disposable 
portion as a cost-effective and sterility measure (see column 3, lines 15-22). The 
second limitation is that the memory on the disposable component has data that directly 
corresponds to the exact same flow channel that is included in the disposable 
component. The data stored in the memory of the device of Connelly is based on 
measurements from a large quantity of flow channels that are used to create look-up 
tables. Therefore, the data corresponds to an average of empirical values of a large 
quantity of flow channels rather than the exact same flow channel that is in the device. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
